Photoshop and Premiere Turn 5 

A dobe Systems is back on the prowl with new revs of Photoshop and 
Premiere. The company recently packed a bunch of computer- 
industry reporters (and what an ugly bunch of surly freaks were we) 
into a small room on the Adobe campus and showed off the goods. 

Photoshop There are a couple of finallys 
in Photoshop 5: Finally the program lets you 
manipulate, edit, add special effects to, and 
reedit text; finally the program lets you undo 
more than one step. The latter works especially 
well with a History Palette that allows you to look 
at every tweak and twirl you forced upon your 
poor image and go back to any step ^ong the 
way. Other perks include the ability to add spot 
color channels, far too many RGB choices, and 
a crazy new 3D Transform plug that lets you 
rotate an image’s perspective. 

Premiere For starters, Premiere 5 makes 
sense. The whole interface has been revamped. 

The clutter is gone, the windows and timeline are straightforward, and it’s gen- 
erally a lot more intuitive. Other news for this rev: 3-point editing for automat- 
ic spacing of clips to holes, a transition palette for easier drag-and-drop fades 
and cuts, new (and, in theory, easier) keyboard shortcuts, and — after only five 
versions — scrolling credits . — RC 

Look for Premiere 5 as soon as you’re done reading this and Photoshop sometime in June or July.

Apple can offer such awesome prices 
because it has fundamentally changed the way that it designs and 
manufactures its hardware. In the January issue (Jan/98, p40), we 
showed you the Power Macintosh G3’s Gossamer motherboard, which 
is flexible enough to serve in 
the current lineup of desktop 
machines, In the new all-in- 
ones, and as a high-end work- 
station. With that much volume 
on a single design, Apple can drop its prices. 

Likewise, Apple has revamped the PowerBook’s moth- 
erboard. As with the desktop machines, the same logic 
board drives every PowerBook G3, from the low end to the 
top of the line. Everybody gets the same gorgeous enclo- 
sure. And, as with the Power Macintosh G3’s, you can design 
your own configuration, then build it to order via Apple’s online store. 

The more you spend, the more you’ll get. 

Shown here Is the 13-inch display, but the machine is designed to 
hold both 12- and 14-inch displays as well. With 2MB or 4MB of VRAM, 
the PowerBook G3 supports millions of colors on an external monitor 
and on either the 13- or 14-inch built-in screens. That the enclosure is 
designed to hold all three display sizes shows how well Apple’s industrial 
design team thought out every detail. 

Inside, PowerBook owners will finally get the same power as they do in a 
desktop — and then some. The PowerBook G3’s system bus is actually faster, at 
83MHz, than the Power Macintosh G3’s. These high bus speeds and the 1 MB 
backside cache make the 250MHz and 292MHz PowerPC G3 PowerBooks rival the 
performance of a desktop. Opting for the 233MHz chip reduces price and perfor- 
mance — with the slower chip you get a slower bus speed, at 66MHz, and no backside 
cache. Nevertheless, over the entire range, the PowerBook G3 beats out comparably 
priced Pentium notebooks, and should even zoom past Intel’s new Deschutes processor. 

Standard on all PowerBooks are Ethernet (RJ-45), VGA video out (mirror), and a 20x CD- 
ROM drive. The two hot-swappable expansion bays can hold any combination of battery, floppy, 
CD-ROM, or third-party storage product, such as a hard drive or Zip drive. 

Apple skimped a little to hit the sub-$2,500 price point on its minimum configuration, but all you’re 
really missing out on is a floppy drive. The rest of the lineup is more than reasonable. Turn the page to see 
the exquisite details of the PowerBook G3.

cables and holds the display on a spring- 
loaded arm. Only one pound of pressure 
is needed to raise or lower the display.

Along the bottom, two ADB 
ports provide for multiple devices, and 
plastic nubs make a nifty rest to hide 
away a keyboard. The screen can be 
detached from the base and held with 
a handle, or placed in a portrait stand. 

A door along the left side hides ports 
for S-Video, composite video, stereo 
in, and audio out. The unit can switch 
from displaying Mac video to showing 
a digital camera’s images— the 
recessed buttons along the bottom

POWER MACINTOSH G3/300MHZ 
Think simple. Apple has nearly finished phas- 
ing out the multitudes of different desktop 
lines. The introduction of the Power Mac- 
intosh G3 (which, by the way, now costs 
several hundred dollars less) eliminated the 
7X00 and 8X00 lines. The ali-in-one 
Macintosh to the right replaces the 5X00. 
The Power Macintosh G3/300MHz — also 
built around the Gossamer board — aims 
to replace the 9X00. 

Debuting in April at $4,899, the Power 
Macintosh G3/300MHz is a new stan- 
dard configuration of the G3 line and 



ships chock-full of high-end goodies. At its heart 
is Motorola’s new PowerPC G3 chip clocked at 
300MHz, with 1MB of backside cache running 
at 150MHz. Those speeds produce a machine 
that Is 1 0 percent (floating point) to 20 percent 
(integer) faster than a 266M Hz-based system — 
and it kicks ass over comparably priced 
Pentium II boxes. 

The G3/300MHZ fills almost every slot avail- 
able in the minitower enclosure with high-perfor- 
mance gear designed to make graphics profes- 
sionals giddy. A generous 128MB of RAM will get 
anyone started — and the machine will take a 
maximum of 384MB. Right out of the box, it is set 
to support a dual-monitor setup. Use the moth- 
erboard’s video controller and 6MB of SGRAM to 



power a 17-inch monitor for palettes, and the 
1 28-bit ix3D Ultimate Rez PCI card with 8MB of 
VRAM to drive a 20-inch or larger beast for dis- 
playing huge images. 

Once you’re set to save those images, the 
G3/300MHZ will save time with a 2x4GB 
striped hard disk array. (The Ultra Wide SCSI 
controller for this fills the second PCI slot.) 
Striping the drives creates a virtual 8GB drive 
that is faster because the data is saved to 
and read from both drives at the same time. 
But if you’re working off a file server, the 
10/100BaseT Fast Ethernet card in the last 
PCI slot will speed your file transfers, too. A 
24X CD-ROM drive (or optional DVD-ROM) 
and a floppy drive round out the expansion 
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POWER MACINTOSH G3 
ALL-IN-ONE 

Previous educational models didn’t offer as 
much muscle as the desktop line did— to get 
the lowest possible price, Apple used less- 
expensive parts. With the flexible Gossamer 
motherboard at the heart of the hardware 
line, Apple can offer the power of the third- 
generation PowerPC to a greater audience, 
because cost savings 
are built into 
the entire manufacturing 
model. The all-in-one has 
the primo power of a 
Gossamer motherboard, 
a PowerPC G3 chip at 
233MHz or 266MHz, 51 2K 
2:1 backside cache, a 
66MHz system bus, and 
32MB of SDRAM. 

With the core hardware 
already designed, Apple 
focused on the exterior. 

The first PowerPC all-in-one 
looked like a monitor with a 
CD-ROM drive stuck to the 
bottom. This new organic 
design houses a 15-inch 
monitor, but the overall feel 
is more fun and more func- 
tional. Intended for the edu- 
cation market, the machine 
has two headphone jacks on 
the front so kids can share it.

In back, a clever drawer eases access to the 
memory and PCI slots (the PCI slots can hold 
7-inch cards, but not full-size ones), as well as 
drive bays. 

As with all new Apple hardware, the all-in- 
one is available through Apple’s online store. 
However, that part of the store is available only to 
Apple’s direct education market. As an individ- 
ual, you won’t be able to buy the all-in-one. The 
three preset choices offer baselines from which to 
customize via Apple’s build-to-order factory. 
Options include 4GB or 6GB hard drives, 64MB or 
96MB of SDRAM, 100BaseT Fast Ethernet, and a 
100MB SCSI Zip drive. The all-in-one is enough to

bays, leaving just one internal 5.25- 
inch bay open. 

And therein lies the rub. The Power 
Macintosh G3/300MHz is indeed a high- 
end workstation that will do its job and 
do it better than any previous model has. 
However, the design pushes the limits of 
Gossamer’s flexibility. If you want to add 
any other PCI card — ^Apple’s new Firewire 
digital-video-editing kit, for instance — 
you’ll have to buy a PCI breakout box and 
take out one of the preinstalled cards to 
make room for the breakout box’s PCI 
interface card. You can then put the card 
you removed in the breakout box. 

That’s not such a big deal— since a 



workaround does exist. But if you’re one c 
the customers who needs more thar 
384MB, Apple really doesn’t have ar 
answer for you, except to purchase the 
256MB RAM SO-DIMMs, which will be 
available shortly. That will raise the maxi- 
mum to 768MB, but each 256MB SO- 
DIMM will cost twice as much as what 
you pay for four 64MB DIMMS. This Is 
our only real criticism of the new offering, 
and fortunately this limitation doesn’t 
affect the large majority of Apple’s cus- 
tomer base. The cost savings Apple 
gains by using the same motherboard 
in the entire desktop line will help keep 
the company profitable. i 




Desktop Options 

Apple is streamlining its desktop line around one internal 
design flexible enough for the company to offer thousands of 
different configurations through its build-to-order factory. The 
company introduced three options in January: 

• 4GB or 9GB Ultra Wide SCSI drive with PCI controller 

• lO/IOOBaseT Ethernet PCI card 

• ix3D Ultimate Rez graphics accelerator with SMB of VRAM 

• 300MHz G3 chip with 1 MB of backside cache 

• DVD-ROM 

• 2X4GB Ultra Wide SCSI striped array with PCI controller 
And Apple planned an April release for its Firewire digital- 
video-editing kit (includes PCI card, cable, Premiere plug-ins). 
These new products give the Power Macintosh G3 the flexi- 
bility to fulfill the needs of a greater number of customers— 
expect to see more as the year progresses.

Losing It Long Distance 

Dear Losing It, 

Like push technology, videoconferencing, 
and David Caruso, Internet telephone failed 
to live up to its enormous hype. A couple of 
years ago it was the Next Really Cool Thing. 
Today it’s faded to near-obscurity. 

In theory, it’s wonderful. Make your usual 
PPP Internet connection — a local call — ^fire 
up Internet telephone software, and talk with 
a friend as far away as the other side of the 
world. That’s in theory. Before you tell AT&T 
to take the proverbial hike, you might want 
to check out the reality of using the Internet 
as your long-distance provider. 

The hard truth is that you get what you pay 
for in sound quality. On the best days, a 28.8- 
Kbps Internet phone connection is almost as 
good as a poor cell-phone connection. On a 
bad day, your conversation will consist of, 
“What? Are you there? Hello? Hello?” You 
should also be aware that open standards for 
the Internet are still evolving, so you and the 
person you’re calling may have to use exactly 
the same brand of software. And, finally, tim- 
ing is everything. Unless you sit by your Mac 
all day with an open Internet connection, 
you’ll have to make arrangements ahead of 
time to place the call. 

But if ten cents a minute is just ten cents 
too much to pay for long distance, here are 
three of the best ways to reach out and virtu- 
ally touch someone. Smart shoppers will 
download a demo of each and try before 
buying. Here’s how to get started. 



Netscape Conference 

Price-cutting patriots who believe that free 
is the only way to be will dig Netscape Con- 
ference (http://www.netscape.com), which 
comes bundled with Netscape Communicator 
4 or later. Conference is not only free, it also 
has a large installed base and will handle 
cross-platform calls. Unfortunately, it’s limited 
to one-to-one calls and requires an enormous 
10MB download. 

Step 1. Before you make your first caU, fill in 
all the information in the Business Card, in 
Conference’s Preferences dialog. Then check 
the box list My Name In Phonebook in the Net- 
work Preferences and verify that the friends 
you want to call also have listed their names. 




Step 2. Prearrange a call date so you’re both 
online with Conference launched at the same 
time. When the time comes, plug your fiiend’s 
email address into Conference’s text box and 
click Dial. 




Engineering Consulting’s 
GlearPhone 

ClearPhone (http://www.clearphone.com) will 
cost you $80 ($70 for additional copies) , but it 
takes advantage of QuickTime 3.0 to produce a 
much crisper sound. It’s also Mac-only, which 
means you won’t be able to call your PC-using 
cousins. Not that you’d really want to. 



Step 1, Again, prearrange a time to talk and 
agree on a registered user’s Pub (public con- 
ference room); they’re numbered 2 through 5. 
When you’re ready to make your call, click the 
Pub button on the ClearPhone Controls palette 
and select the agreed-upon Pub.

Internet Phone (http://www.vocaltec.com/ 
mac/web/mac.htm) costs $50 for the first two 
licenses, a good deal if you want a copy for 
you and a friend, and if you’re willing to put 
up with sound quality that isn’t quite as good 
as ClearPhone’s. But Internet Phone is cross- 
platform. . .in more ways than one. Not only 
does Internet Phone allow you to call some- 
one with a PC from your Mac, but version

to-telephone connections.

URL Crazy 

Dear URL Craay, 

Don’t get mad, get organized! It’s normal to 
want to experience a lot of URLs, but you 
shouldn’t let your Internet addiction break up 
a healthy, happy real-life relationship — many 
of us only dream of finding love outside the 
chat rooms. So before your lover leaves you, 
get a grip with the Mowing tips. 

A good habit to get into is launching a URL 
when you come across it. Start with IcEtEe, a 
free extension bundled with Internet Config 
(ftp://ftp.share.com/intemet-configuration/) . 
Once you’ve installed it, you can command- 
click any highlighted URL in most appHcations 
to retrieve the page or file immediately with the 
appropriate Internet apphcation. Alternately, 
^ple Internet Address Detectors (which you 



can find on The Disc) perform the same trick 
plus many more by adding some URL tasks to 
Mac OS 8’s contextual menus, though they’re 
not quite as fast as IcEtEe. Finally, you can 
always drag an FTP or URL onto your browser 
window for immediate gratification. 

If you can’t drop everything to visit a site 
right then and there, collect the URL as text for 
later viewing. One way is to set up a folder on 
your desktop and drag URLs from the applica- 
tion onto the folder icon, creating a collection 
of clippings. Later, drag the clippings onto your 
browser window — Internet Explorer or 
Netscape Navigator versions 4 or later only. 



If you plan on keeping the URLs forever, or 
at least for a really long time, you can add the 
pages to your browser’s bookmarks for quick 
reference later. When you’re viewing a page 
you want to bookmark, press command-D or 
double-click on Netscape’s Bookmark icon 
(in Internet Explorer, click on the Add button, 
which is displayed when you choose Compati- 
ble Plus as the toolbar st^e in Preferences). If 
you come across a URL as you’re browsing, 
you can also save it as a bookmark by clicking 
on the hyperlink, holding down the mouse, 
and selecting Add to Bookmarks from the 
pop-up menu. 





If you’re looking for a tidier 
solution, you mi^t prefer to leave 
your Note Pad open in the back- 
ground and drag URLs into it. Bet- 
ter yet, use LinkPad (http://www. 
panic.com/linkpad/), a fancier 
freeware alternative to Note Pad, 
Drag and drop URLs onto the open 
LinkPad window, which keeps 
track of which URLs you’ve 
launched and prevents you from 
dropping a URL right into the mid- 
dle of another URL.

Tripping Out 

Dear Tripping Out, 

You don’t have to^be the vic|m of your 
parent’s fowl play. Just because you’re 
cooped up in the Midwest doesn’t mean you 
can’t connect to the Internet. A short-term 
solution to your travel dilemma is to ask 
your local provider for an 800 number for 
nafional access. If it has one, it’ll probably 
cost $4 to $6 an hour, roughly 7 to 10 cents < 
per minute. Or you could just suck it up and i; 
make the long-distance call to your regular 
home provider from the road. A few min- 
utes a day for a long weekend will cost only 
a couple of dollars. 

If you travel often, you might consider 
switching to a national provider with local 
connections across the country. For starters, 
look up Mecklermedia’s massive lisY of 
Internet service providers (http://thelist 
.inteMxom) and the sublist of toU-fi^ee 
providers (http://thelist.internet,cbm/ 
areacode/800 .html)V % and 

America Online %o Jrive local dial-up 
numbers all over the country, America On- 
line lets you check your AOL mail, but Coni- 
puServe’s connection is a regular PPP con- 
nection, so you c^ qheck the mail on your 
own Internet service provider. Connect to 
CompuServe, but use your ISP’s email POP 
and SMTP settings in your email client. 

PowerBook Less 

If you find yourself up a creek without your 
PowerBook, there are otiier ways to get 
online. Pick up a copy of Cybercafes: A 
Worldwide Guide for Traveters, by 
Cyberkath ($10, Publishers Group West) 
for a directory of cafes with Internet access. 
You can expect to pay $10 per hour and 
there’s no guarantee you’ll find Macs on the 
menu, but desperate times call for desper- 



ate measures. You should also check out the 
local library — good solution in towns like 
Delta, Ohio, that are small to have a 
cybercafe. 

If ybh don’t feel like hunting down an 
Internet eafe to check your email, you can 
"call a service that will read your messages 
over the phone. Check out the CompuServe 
Communications Card (http://www 
.compuserv^.cto), which costs 25 cents 
a minute, or ]^emiere Worldlink’s Platinum 
Service, 800-609-2030, (http://www 
.premtek.com), which is $ 19-^5 a month. 

Travel Tips 

■ feefore leaving on your trip, get your des- 
tination’s local connection number and 
make a quick long-distance modem con- 
nection, It’s worth a couple of quarters to 
work out the problems ahead of time. 

■ Ask about your hotel’s phone charges. 
Many hotels charge' a dollar or more for 
“toU-fi*ee” 800-number calls. Explain your 
circumstances to the hotel management and 
ask them to waive the fe^ dping your stay. 

■ Set your PowerBook’s email client prefer- 
ences so that it doesn’t delete messages on 
your server. (There’s literally a box to 
check.) Men you’re home at your desktop 
Mac, collect your em^i^ain and archive it 
with the rest of your liM. 

■ At the airport, don’t worry about the 
X-ray machine. The danger there isn’t fi:om 
X rays, it’s from a thief who may filch your 
computer bag at the far side, of the madiine 
while you’re emptying yourf ockets.

What should I do? 

Sunk with Junk 

Dear Sunk, 

There’s no cure for spam — at least not 
mitil the Supreme Court makes spam punish- 
able by death. But here are three tactics that 
can at least reduce the deluge. First, give your 
private address only to Mends, employers, and 
family. Never use it on Web pages, in news- 
groups, or to fill out forms. Use your public 
address everywhere else. In a year or so, when 
it’s flooded with spam, simply kill the public 
address and create a new one. 

In order to pull this off, you need two email 



addresses. An elegant and inexpensive metliod 
is to use an email service such as Pobox 
(http://www.pobox.com), which for about $15 
a year lets you create up to six different email 
addresses, all forwarded to the same email 
account on any provider. There are other simi- 
lar services — check Yahoo or another search 
site for email forwarding services. 

Antispam Address 

If you hang out in newsgroups a lot, you can 
throw spammers off your trail by simply mess- 
ing up your return email address in your news 
reader’s preferences.

.fogcity.com/em_utilities2.0.html) that moves 
most spam into a separate folder, allowing you 
to double-check the messages before you delete 
them. (Eudora can do some but not all of this.)

I f you’ve ever found yourself wishing your 
vector drawing program worked with 
your brain for a change, you definitely 
want to check out FreeHand 8. With FreeHand 
8, you can easily create many awesome effects 
that in other drawing programs require lots of 
Bezier point twiddling, duplicating, and cal- 
culating. The program’s new features are 
powerful and intuitive — ^Macromedia clearly 
went to great lengths to help artists focus on 
art rather than the program. 

Lens fills, probably the splashiest of 
FreeHand’s new features, let you create effects 
previously available only in raster-image edi- 
tors such as Photoshop and Painter. Use the 
transparency fill, for example, to make an 
assigned section of your drawing appear see- 
through. Other Lens fills lighten, darken, 
invert, and magnify objects. The astounding 
thing about Lens fills is that they work on and 
with vector objects, and the objects remain 
editable in vector format. 

There’s one thing to keep in mind when 
you’re working with Lens fills: each fill cre- 
ates duplicates of its underlying objects and 
contains the duplicates. This means if you 
start layering Lens fills, your file size can 
balloon quickly. 

The Freeform and Reshaping tools are 
also ftm and work intuitively. How many 
times have you wanted to sculpt a section of 
a vector object, and your only option was to 
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ANYONE VERSED IN VECTOR ILLUSTRATION programs will quickly make sense of FreeHand 8’s 
interface.

F lash 2 (available for purchase as a sep> 
arate application or as part of the 
Design in Motion bundle) is not just 
another Web graphics-creation tool. With 
Flash 2 you can create vector-based ani- 
mations, images, and Interactive buttons 
to spice up Web sites; vector-based 
images are quick to load on a Web page 
and retain their crisp vector quality, even 
when you zoom in on them. The Flash 2 
installation CD ships with sample files, 
fonts, and ready-to-go animations, im- 
ages, sounds, and buttons. 

Flash’s drawing tools and features 
allow you to import and edit graphics or 
roll your own from scratch. You can 
import and redraw bitmapped graphics 
as vector art, edit them, or use them as 
fills. The Tweening feature takes two ani- 
mation set frames, automatically calcu- 
lates the changes, and creates additional 
frames between the original two, adjust- 
ing attributes such as color, rotation, size, 
and motion. Also, version 2 now supports 
sound, so you can synchronize sounds to 
specific frames and button actions. 

As with many other Web special 
effects, viewing Flash movies requires site 
visitors to download and install yet anoth- 
er browser plug-in.

The new Graphic Hose feature ^ows you 
to spray vector images into your documents. 
Squirt a single logo into your layout or spray 
a border of logos around a page or ad. This 
feature is a kick to use and easy to learn. 

Macromedia has built flexibility into 
FreeHand 8. You can save, name, and view 
up to eight custom versions of a document, 
as well as customize both toolbars and key- 
board shortcuts. You can also combine pan- 
els (most other programs call them 
palettes), snap-align them to each other, or 
dock them together — and most are resiz- 
able. FreeHand now offers keyboard short- 
cut sets from other popular graphics and 
publishing programs, including Adobe 
Illustrator 6 and 7 and CorelDraw 6. If you 
don’t like the shortcut sets provided, you 
can assign custom shortcuts. 

Note, however, that the behavior of some 
menu conunands changes when you use 
another program’s shortcut set. lyping the 
shortcut assigned to some commands results 
in a different outcome than using the mouse 
to choose the same commands from the 
menu. The customizable shortcuts feature 
may not be perfect yet, but it’s way better than 
anything Adobe and Quark currendy offer. We 
also experienced intermittent display prob- 
lems with floating panels that dropped behind 
other floating panels and toolbars when 
clicked. To select the correct one, we had to 



click the one that was in the way — floating on 
top — and the desired one became accessible. 

Other new FreeHand 8 features allow you 
to create several styles of drop shadows and 
emboss effects for vector objects. The new 
Mirror tool allows you to create complex 
circular patterns and symmetrical objects 
quickly and intuitively, and you can rasterize 
vector images in place with less RAM than 
previous versions required — eliminating the 
need to export your artwork to Photoshop. 

FreeHand 8 now exports to Shockwave 
Flash 2 movie format, and imports and 
exports lots of other new file formats. (We 
must note that elements sometimes dropped 
from the illustration when we exported to 
PDF. To be on the safe side, it’s probably 
best to stick with Adobe’s Distiller for PDF.) 
With the Insta.HTML program that ships 
with the full Desip in Motion suite, you can 
also export FreeHand pages to HTML. 
Insta.HTML is, for HTML pros, a handy tool 
for quick mock-ups of Web pages; for print 
desipers beginning to dive into the Web, 
it’s an easy way to get your feet wet. 

Although there are odd display glitches 
that need to be fixed, we’ve so far not 
found flaws that make us want to give up all 
the awesome new features and perfor- 
mance enhancements of FreeHand 8. With 
this version, FreeHand leaps way beyond 
the competition . — Elyse Chapman

M icrosoft Word is no longer the appli< 
cation you know and loathe. After the 
disastrous release of Word 6.0 
(which many considered a downgrade), 
Microsoft gathered up all the hate mail, took 
note of what went wrong, and fixed it. This 
new version doesn’t merely atone for past 
sins, it makes word processing fim again with 
a slew of new features and shortcuts. 

Word 98 catches both spelling and gram- 
mar mistakes as soon as you type them and 
underlines errors with red and green squig- 
gly lines, respectively. You can fix the errors 
by control-chcking to call up the improved 
spelling checker, which now knows more 
words. Control-clicking in a paragraph pre-

The new Draw Table tools top the 
charts on ease of use with a simple 
floating palette that lets you add and delete 
rows and cells as if you were using a pencil 
and eraser.

Font fanatics will herald the return of the Font 
menu (now WYSIWYG), while efficiency ex- 
perts will dig the comeback of Word 5.1’s 
Work menu, which contains often-used doc- 
uments for quick click access. 

Word 98 has so drastically evolved that it 
bears scant resemblance to its predecessor. 
Sure, it still sucks up RAM, but it’s the most 
advanced word processing application to 
date .

M icrosoft Excel has been in an enviable 
position in the Mac OS spreadsheet 
^plication market for several years. It 
is the only full-featured, stand-alone spread- 
sheet package. With an estimated 99 percent 
of the Mac market in its back pocket, Micro- 
soft could easily get away with minor up- 
grades. Instead, the company has introduced 
a wide range of improvements in Excel 98 that 
make it easier to use and more flexible. 

Excel 98 takes some of the mystery out of 
writing formulas with Natural Language For- 
mulas, which let you write formulas based 
on column and row headings. For example, 
if column C contains Cost and column D 
contains Revenue, a formula in column E 
to calculate Markup Percent could be 
=(Revenue~Cost)/Cost rather than the cryp- 
tic =(D2-C2)/C2. A form of this feature was 
available in previous versions, but it required 
the creation and application of range names, 
and only advanced Excel users utilized it. 

TWo other new features help you write 
and edit formulas. Formula AutoCorrect pre- 
vents 15 common syntax errors — such as un- 
matched quotes or parentheses, double oper- 
ators, and extra decimal places — ^by pointing 
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out the error and offering to fix 
it Range Finder highlights ref- 
erenced cells, making a formu- 
la’s components and logic clearer. 

Excel 98 includes many new cell-format- 
ting features. You can now freely rotate, in- 
dent, and automatically size cell contents to 
fit. You can merge cells to span multiple col- 
umns or rows. Conditional Formatting can 
apply formatting based on a cell’s contents — 
for example, displaying values over a certain 
amount in bold or colored type. Data Valida- 
tion, which you can apply to individual cells, 
lets you prevent incorrect data entry by speci- 
fying entry criteria. 

Charting has also been improved. The 
Chart Wizard is easier to use, and new chart 
types include pyramid, conical, cylindrical, 
bubble, pie of pie, and bar of pie. 

Excel 98 allows multiple Mac OS and 
Windows users to share Excel workbook files 
over a network Comments, an improvement 
over Cell Notes, lets users enter comments 
that appear on screen when a user points to 
the annotated cell. Track Changes automati- 
cally tracks each user’s changes so they can 
be accepted or rejected. And Merge Work- 
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NEW FEATURES IN EXCEL 98 include the Office Assistant, 

Range Finder, and Chart Tips. 

books merges several versions of the same 
workbook file into one file. 

No new program would be complete with- 
out Web-related features, and Excel 98 has 
useful ones. Internet Assistant Wizard can 
save workbook files as HTML documents or 
tables. Workbooks can include live Web page 
and email links. Excel can even perform 
queries to obtain data firom Web pages. 
Microsoft is also introducing HTML t^ for 
spreadsheets that will add ftmctionalily to 
HTML documents opened with Excel 98. 

Think all this is more than you need? 
Consider Excel’s multiple undos and ability to 
make adjustments in Page Preview mode. It’s 
worth upgrading for these two features alone. 

Excd’s feature set offers far more than the 
average spreadsheet user needs. Microsoft 
did its homework this time.

W ith the demise last year of Adobe 
Persuasion, Microsoft’s PowerPoint 
reigns supreme (well, OK, alone) 
among presentation programs for the Mac. 
PowerPoint 98, part of Office 98, is a worthy 
upgrade from PowerPoint 4, even if it still lags 
behind the Windows version in features. 

Like all the Office 98 products, Power- 
Point underwent a big face-lift and now looks 
more like a Mac application. The basics are 
the same, however; you can still create slides 
from templates or from scratch, and you can

work in several modes, including SUde View, 
Outline Mew, and Slide Sorter. Toolbars abound, 
so you’ll want at least a 17-inch monitor. 

An excellent new feature in PowerPoint is 
the small color-preview window that shows 
you what a particular slide looks like when 
you’re composing a presentation in the Out- 
line view. You can also preview a black-and- 
white version of any slide on screen for a 
quick look at how it will print. 

A new Meeting Minder feature lets you 
record notes and action items during a pre- 
sentation, then generate a slide containing all 
those notes. A similar feature allows others to 
add color-coded sticky notes to your slides. 

Other improvements include more ani- 
mated effects for text, graphic objects, and 
slides, as well as beefed-up Charting with ani- 
mation and new chart types. PowerPoint 98 
also contains a cool Custom Shows feature 
that lets users pick subsets of a presentation 
for particular audiences. And finally Power- 
Point now supports a variety of file formats 
including GIF, ^EG, QuickTime, and the new 
PNG (Portable Network Graphics) format. 

PowerPoint 98 is a step forward, but it 



isn’t without flaws. First off, while 
all Office 98 programs now include output to 
HTML, PowerPoint’s misses the mark. It saves 
each shde as a GIF or JPEG image (along with 
buttons to let you navigate the slide show) , but 
you generally need to reduce slides in size to 
display them comfortably in most Web 
browsers, reducing the readability of text and 
bitmapped graphics. Second, PowerPoint still 
lacks several features in the current PC ver- 
sion. PowerPoint 97 for Windows, for exam- 
ple, lets you automatically create a summary 
slide from selected slides in your presentation. 

As the last major presentation program 
for the Mac, PowerPoint 98 is the winner by 
default. Monopolies and glitches aside, Power- 
Point does its job and lets you create interest- 
ing, flashy presentations, with more flexibility 
than in previous versions. PowerPoint may be 
the stepchild of the Office suite, but it’s grown 
up to be a solid citizen . — Tom Negnno

New from MetaCreations, 
this pack^e is a “lite” version of Painter 5, 
cost-reduced and feature-trimmed for less 
adept and less wealthy users. 

If you’re familiar with Painter, you know 
that its focus is different from that of other 
image-editing programs, such as Micro- 
Frontier’s Colorit and Adobe Photoshop. 
Painter mimics real-world papers and tools 
artists already know. Brushes brush, paints 
run, and inks bleed. Rather than take an exist- 
ing image and apply filters and changes to it, 
with Painter you create your own original art. 

Painter 5, the big brother to Painter 
Classic, costs $299 and tai^ets high-end pro- 
fessional artists. It offers mosaics, layers, ani- 
mation, and more complex color manage- 
ment than does the Classic version. (It also 
lets you create your own tools, one feature 
you might miss in Painter Classic.) Classic 
offers dilettantes a chance to explore our cre- 
ativity without the hassle of cleaning brushes. 

The primary tool in Painter Classic is the 
bm^h, a term that applies to many different 
artistic implements. MetaCreations has taken 
great pains to include the imperfections, lack 
of precision, and character inherent in each 
of its varied brushes. The application comes 



with 15 brush cate- 
gories, each with a sub- 
set of types. The Pencil, 
for example, offers 2B, 
sharp, and colored pen- 
cils as options. A plug-in 
lets you go online and 
grab all the weird brushes you can find (most, 
but not all, of Painter 5’s brushes work with 
Painter Classic). 

Another brush, the Image Hose, sprays the 
page with a variety of changing images. 
Because it doesn’t simply duplicate a single 
image, this is a great way to add individual 
leaves to trees, flowers to a foreground, or 
people to a crowd. The number of nozzles the 
CD supplies disappointed me, though; I soon 
got tired of painting with poppies. 

Working with all the brushes can be com- 
plex — ^you can modify each brush’s size, 
opacity, and grain as well as choose its colors 
and parameters. Painter Classic has an idio- 
syncratic interface that takes getting used to. 
You may have to hunt for basic functions at 
first and resort to the manual’s tutorials to fig- 
ure out, for example, why you can’t erase 
watercolors from your page. But in the end, 
navigating Painter Classic is fairly easy. We can 
also thank MetaCreations for the addition of a 
color wheel. The separate controls for Hue 
and SaturationA^alue are wonderfully intuitive 
and allow you to control colors perfectly. 




Painter Classic— a stripped-down version of Painter 5— offers those 
tantalizing brushes sans the hefty price tag and steep learning curve. 

Once you’ve laid paint to canvas. Painter 
Classic’s wealth of image filters cover the 
basics well. You can soften an image, modify 
its brightness/darkness, rotate and flip, and 
apply interesting lighting effects. Another 
great feature is the Tracing Paper, which lets 
you see an image behind the current canvas. 
This is useftil if you want to use a scanned 
photo to start your landscape masterpiece. 

Overall, Painter Classic is a terrific tool for 
someone who’s just getting started with com- 
puter graphics and doesn’t need Painter 5’s 
more advanced features or can’t afford its 
price tag. Painter Qassic probably won’t drive 
you to metaphysical madness, but creating 
natural-looking art on your Mac may make 
you crave a color printer. So much for that 
price savings . — Scott Love

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F iles on a hard drive tend to fragment 
over time. As ffles grow, get modified, 
and are resaved, they end up scattered 
in pieces around the drive. In extreme 
cases, ]6r^entation can slow down disk 
access, as the disk’s heads search far 
and wide to read a file. Playback of huge 
files, such as QuickTime and sound files, 
begins to suffer. 

Alsoft’s DiskExpress Pro cures file frag- 
mentation by rewriting all the files into con- 
tiguous space on the drive. For safety, the 
application first checks blocks and directo- 
ries for damage and corruption, and it never 
erases a file until it has moved the copy first. 



It offers five alternatives for optimiz- 
ing file placement, including options 
for maximum fi^ee space, quick access to 
most-used files, and faster optimization. 
This latest version of DiskExpress sports a 
neater and easier-to-use interface and adds 
more flexible scheduling. 

It took DiskExpress about 1 1/4 hours to 
examine and optimize our moderately frag- 
mented 1GB disk. By skipping disk diagnosis, 
however, another hard drive took about half 
that time. We tested our drives before and 
after optimization and found a humble speed 
increase of about 2.5 percent on the opti- 
mized drive. The results would probably be

The Filter option, however, is a worthwhile 
addition. After opening a text file, you can 
choose frpm this pop-up menu to show only 
sentences with dollar signs, numbers, tele- 
phone numbers, names, question marks, IP 
addresses, or any other strings you specify. 
You can also ask it to strip out HTML codes, 
extra carriage returns, and blank spaces. 
These filters can be useful (especially when 
you use them in conjunction with CanOpener 
Extractor, the new stand-alone utility that per- 
forms bulk data mining), but they don’t 
always work as expected. For example, on 
test files containing phone numbers, Can- 
Opener insisted there were no numbers 
because they weren’t in what it considers 
sentences. This sort of problem is com- 



pounded by the fact that there there’s no 
explanation of how any of the filters work. 

Until Abbott Systems improves the inter- 
face and provides decent documentation, 
most users would be better off with freeware 
and shareware programs that perform many 
of the same tasks as CanOpener, including 
Apple Data Detectors, GraphicConverter, and 
MagicBuUets . — Owen W Limmayer

C anOpener accesses text, pictures, and 
sounds contained in files you can’t open 
because you don’t have the appropriate 
application.

E ver been to a dog fight? Neither have 
we. But that’s the premise of Dead- 
lock. Seven alien species (humans 
among them) are vying for control of the 
planet Gallius IV. Rather than spark an 
interstellar war, the sadistic leaders of 
each empire drop 500 hapless colonists 
onto the surface to let them decide who 
gets the bone. It’s a no-holds-barred con- 
test for the resources of the planet. 
Establish a successful colony while pre- 
venting the other species from doing the 
same and you win. 

Deadlock is an interesting cross between 
Maxis's SimCity and Bhzzard Entertainment’s 
Warcraft. It combines the tasks of building 
facihties, encouraging population growth, 
studying technology, and engaging in com- 
bat. Resource management is primary, but 
neglect to produce, say. Holocaust Caimons 
and you’ll end up watching the Tarth demol- 
ish all your cities. 



THE MAPS OF YOUR FEW CITIES is where you’ll spend most of your game time. Here you can see 
what resources you have available (lower right), your population (midright), research progress 
(midright), an overview of the planet (upper right), and your city and where your colonists are 
working (main city area in middle). 



The game is turn-based — a boon 
for gamers who wish the frenetic pace 
of real-time strategy games allowed 
for carefiil planning. Play consists of 
building both facilities and military units 
while juggling ten different resources. 

As a single-player game. Deadlock 
is a great diversion for a weekend or 
two. The artificial inteUigence in the 
game initially offers a fair challenge, 
and learning how the resources and 
facilities interact is fun. The presentation of 
the game is top-notch as well. You find your- 
self saying, “I’ll play just one more turn,” 
well into the morning. 

One glaring fault in Deadlock is auto- 
mated combat. After building cities and re- 
searching technologies to produce impres- 
sive armies, players simply move troops 
onto enemy colonies and watch the fire- 
works happen during their turn update. The 
game would be far more interesting if 
troops required movement and attack 
orders during battle at the very least. 

In addition to the lackluster nature of 
Deadlock’s combat, the game misses per- 
fection on a few other points as well. 
Ultimately the game proves a bit simple. 
Players will be able to divine winning 
strategies after just one or two games. 
Furthermore, the negligible differences 
between maps don’t offer players much 
variety in future games. 

Fortunately, Deadlock has another side

once you’ve exhausted the single-player 
game. Get online or connected to a UN and 
you’ll be able to bash six of your friends into 
submission. The game is far more intense 
when you play it against friends (or enemies) 
and offers a more strategic, slow-paced alter- 
native to real-time combat games like Myth 
or shoot-and-kill games like Quake. Un- 
fortunately, you can’t play Deadlock at one 
computer “hot-seat” style, ruling out play by 
email and even the possibility of saving a mul- 
tiplayer game in progress. 

Overall, despite its flaws, Deadlock is a 
welcome port from the Windows world. 
Mac lovers should be happy that MacSoft is 
bringing such great titles to the Mac. We 
hope they keep them coming. — Scott Love

A large part of Dark Colony’s appeal is 
sci-fi author Robert A. Heinlein’s story 
line. Earth corporations are starting to 
colonize Mars when fittle gray guys with 
egg-shape heads and big round 
eyes start attacking. It turns out that 
aliens have been probing us for 
years and they have their sights set 
on taking Mars for themselves. 

You can play as either the 
human corporation, with techno- 
logically advanced weapons and 
vehicles, or the Grays, mysterious 
aliens with biomechanical monsters, intent 
on wiping out the squishy humans. The cam- 
paign mode takes you across the surface of 
Mars to locations where, if you’re playing as 
the human, you’re assigned to root out the 
alien hives and fortify the corporations’ hold 
on the planet.

In most ways, Dark Colony is a straight- 
forward real-time strategy game, obviously 
drawing on WarCraft and Command & Con- 
quer for play mechanics and game desip. 
While Dark Colony’s influences are obvious, 
the designers have changed the game 
enough to create a new experience, as the 
resource harvesting exemplifies. Dark Colo- 
ny has one resource, Petra-7, which you get 
from vents on the planet surface. Vents 
divulge only a limited amount of Petra-7, 
and you never know when a dormant vent 
will become active. Another interesting twist 
is base construction. Both humans and 
Grays build on platforms that pow as they 
purchase uppades. Defending the larger 
perimeter requires you to build additional 
mines and missiles. And unlike most other 
real-time strategy games, Dark Colony 
makes an important distinction between day 
and night, because the Grays, with their 
bulging eyes, are nocturnal fighters, while 
the humans fight better during the day. 

When a game emulates such outstand- 
ing predecessors as WarCraft and Com- 
mand & Conquer, it’s pretty hard for it to 
fail. SSI has created an entertaining game 
with Dark Colony, and Mac gamers should 
have a good time repelling the alien 
invaders . — Rick Sanchez

T here’s a certain pleasure that comes 
from taking down an Su-27UB Flanker 
with your McDonnell Douglas F/A-18’s 
main guns after all the air-to-air missiles are 
gone. The good folks at Graphic Simulations 
have brought this feeling to the masses with 
F/A-18 Korea. Based on the F/A-18 Hornet 
3.0 flight simulator engine, it is, quite sim- 
ply, the best combat flight simulator avail- 
able for the Mac today. 

F/A-18 Korea is set, as you might expect, 
in the Korean peninsula, where North Korea 
is leading a massive invasion of the South. 
You play an F/A-18 pilot assigned to various 
strike and support missions during the con-

eight pilots, so you have at your disposal a 
whole squad to take on the North Koreans. 

It’s a rich combat theater: missions range 
from ground strikes to air sorties; pilots can 
be based both at airstrips and on aircraft 
carriers; opponents range from the throw- 
away MiG-21 to the ultrasharp Su-27UB 
(which can carry nuclear weapons). 

The flight and simulation engine is basi- 
cally the same as that found in F/A-18 Hornet 
3.0, which was set in the Persian Gulf during 
the Gulf War. Thanks to fast frame rates and 
a smooth simulation engine, flying the F/A- 
18 is a pleasure. But learning to fly is a com- 
plex undertaking, so there’s plenty to sink 
your teeth into. The enemy artificial intelli- 
gence is sharp enough to take you out of the 
sky more often than not. And if the artificial 
intelligence isn’t good enough, pilots can go 
head-to-head in networked games of kill 
everybody and bomb the fl^. You must play 
network games, including those you play 
over the Internet, via an AppleTalk-based 
connection. You need to use something like 
IPRemote to mimic an AppleTalk connection 
over the Internet. 

Even though its engine is the same as the 
one in Hornet 3.0, F/A-18 Korea would be 
worth the money if Graphic Simulations had 
offered only the new campaign. Instead, 
besides some bug fixes — the training VCR 
works properly now, thank you — ^the com-

pany added 3Dfx support for use with 
TechWorks’ Power3D card. The resulting 
simulation is breathtaking. Also new is the 
mission editor. Those who don’t get enough 
with the missions Included can use the mis- 
sion editor to create a virtually unlimited 
supply of new sorties. The editor is limited, 
however. Users can create only single mis- 
sions, not campaigns. Also, the locations of 
key facilities (such as factories and rail- 
yards) is fixed. Finally, users must use the 
supplied terrain map of the Korean penin- 
sula. Still, even with those limitations, the 
mission editor keeps the game lively long 
after you play the prepackaged conflicts. 

If you like Hornet 3.0 (or any other real- 
istic combat flight sim), you’ll love F/A-18 
Korea. Be warned, though: F/A-18 is tough 
for beginners. It takes some time to learn 
how to control the aircraft, and landing on an 
aircraft carrier at night is not for the squea- 
mish. If you’re willing to press on and learn 
an invaluable skill you can use next time you 
wake up on an aircraft carrier, consider F/A- 
18. It’s a great flight . — David Reynolds

B y now, Berkeley Systems has its slap- 
happy desktop trivia game down to a 
reliable formula — obnoxious tone, punny 
categories, and spirited player-versus-player 
rivalry. But even within the formula, there’s 
room for variance. 

The basic premise of You Don’t Know Jack 
is that of a trivia game show. One to three play- 
ers gather round the warm glow of the Ci^, 



fingers poised to tap their 
designated buzzer key and 
take a stab at the next 
stumper. Games can be 
either 7 or 21 rounds, com- 
prising standard multiple- 
choice questions or such 
esoterica as DisOrDat and 
Gibberish, and culminating 
in the nail-biting tension of 
the ominous Jack Attack. 

The game applies snappy 
commentary and random 
abuse liberally, and plumbs 
the depths of your trivia 
knowledge (I was shocked to discover my un- 
expected mastery of Smurfs trivia). 

Jack Volume 3, this year’s installment of 
the general-purpose game, seems to be 
wearing a teensy bit thin. The category 
names are just a little bit more listless, the 
questions a tad less punch-drunk. The for- 
mula is tarted up with the obligatory new 
question types, such as ThreeWay Questions, 
but I don’t care for the annoyin^y unbal- 
anced Impossible Question; nail one of these 
posers (I’ve called two out of two so far) and 
net $20,000 — ^immediately determining the 
outcome of the entire game. 



Can you believe they came up with 800 of 
these In each volume? 

You Don’t Know Jack TV, the couch- 
potato-oriented edition, is a better example of 
Jack at its finest. The design is perfect for the 
subject matter, and the questions are fabu- 
lously funny. Rather than relying on gimmicky 
new question types, they posit weird scenar- 
ios, like characters stealing monogrammed 
towels from rival sitcoms, and challenge you 
•to differentiate types of chopper (Magnum, 
P.I.: motorcycle or helicopter?). Where the 
regular Volume 3 seems a little tired, the TV 
version is truly inspired . — Mark Simmons

GraphicConverter

W hat fresh graphics hell is this? You just downloaded a 
cool pic — and it’s in Vitronic format. Vitronic? Never 
heard of it! Here’s another — ^a 32-color Deluxe Paint 
IFF of King T\it from some tomb-raiding Amigahead. And what 
about this Dr. Halo ffle? (Hey, is that any name for a paint pro- 
gram?) How are you going to deal with that? 

As the Web allows heretofore unthinkable crossbreedings 
and exo-migrations of file formats, you’ll be dealing with 
increasingly alien graphics types. Lucidly, there’s a cheap and 
easy solution: Thorsten Leraike’s shareware utility Graphic- 
Converter. This poor-man’s-DeBabelizer is no lightweight: not 
only does it translate all the common and uncommon Amiga, 
Atari, and PC (and even a few SGI) picture file formats to Mac 
and back it also gives you access to many advanced fea- 

tures. You can do batch conversions, make QuickTime movies 
out of a series of individual GIFs, and even run a slide show of 
your graphics collection.

Although GraphicConverter won’t be killing off Photoshop anytime soon, it 
does offer some features that its bigger cousin does not, such as simple 
detail and information palettes.

Converting Windows graphics files for Web use? 
Use the Netscape 21 6-color palette, which uses 
only colors that the Mac and Windows system 
palettes have in common. Also, apply the 
Brightness/Contrast batch process to perk up 
Windows images, which often lose contrast 
when you convert them to Mac formats.

1. Prepare your images. We used 
GraphicConverter’s color tools to make four 
different versions of T\it and saved them as 
individual GIFs. If you want your GIFs to com- 
pile in a certain order, name or number them 
so they’ll sort properly — for example, 001 for 
the first picture in the movie, 002 for the sec- 
ond, and so forth. (Don’t bother to do this if 
you’re only translating individual graphics files 
from one picture format to another.) Make 
sure you figure out in advance all the possible 
conversion issues — file type, image size, 
palette, bit depth, resolution, alignment, rota- 
tion, brightness and contrast, number of char- 
acters in the file name, and so on — since 
GraphicConverter lets you deal with all of these 
elements automatically. 



2. Choose Convert More from 
GraphicConverter’s File menu, which brings up 
the Convert dialog. You can convert files listed 
on the left and batch-process them into any disc 
on the right. Output file formats are listed in the 
Best. Format pop-up menu. Navigate until your 
list of GIFs is on the left, and shift-drag to select 
them all. 

3. What’s the GiFference? Let’s say 
your GIFs aren’t all the same size and don’t use 
the same color palette. Normally that would 
make for a really lousy-looking movie, but with 
GraphicConverter it’s no problem. Click the 
Batch button to see a dialog with a list of useful 
batch procedures. Choose Scale firom the list 
and set the desired size. 




4. Set your bit depth. At the same time 
you can set a standard bit depth and specify a 
standard palette, which may be a custom palette 
you’ve already set up. GraphicConverter does its 
best to match the colors in the original GIF with 
the nearest colors in 
the new palette. A 
helpful feature is the 
Minimize Color Table 
batch process, which 
reduces the number of 
colors used in all pic- 
tures to a minimum.

Run a Slide Show 



GraphicConverter isn't limited to its amazing batch processing and file converting 
abilities. You can also use GraphicConverter to create a slide show of your image 
collection. Just use these techniques: 



Prepare a slide show folder containing all 
the pictures you want to display. Subfolders are 
OK. If you have multiple versions of a picture, 
use the highest-resolution version. Select 
Browser from GraphicConverter’s File menu to 
see a slide-sorter view of any folder; it will help 
you choose material for your sUde show. If 
you’d like to display your shdes in an order 
other than alphabetic or by date, add a number 
or letter code before the file name, as 
described in “Batch-Convert GIFs into a 
QuickTime Movie.” 

In GraphicConverter, choose Slide Show 
from the File menu. A dialog will ask you what 
folder to show. All the pictures in the folder will 
be displayed. Before you specify the folder, 
cUck on the Options button, which takes you to 
the Preferences screen that sets slide-show 
parameters.

E ach spring the DSA pro- 
duces one of the most spectac- 
ular trade shows in the world: 
the Electronic Entertainment Expo. At E3, 



It's all about market share. 

hardware vendors trot out their wares hoping 
to get developers to create games for dieir 
platforms. Game developers trot out their lat- 
est builds hoping to catch a publisher’s eye. 
Publishers trot out their marketing materials 
hoping to attract retailers and the press. 
Everybody wants to create a buzz about their 
products by having the most outrageous booth 
design, the slickest personnel, and the most 
celebrity appearances (as well as, of course, a 
really good game underneath all the glitz) . 

Why the hoopla? According to the IDSA, 
entertainment software revenues grew from 
$3.7 billion in 1996 to $5.1 billion in 1997, 
making it the fastest-growing segment of the 
entertainment industry. All the players at E3 
want a piece of that pie. We thought Apple’s 
decision not to be present at E3 last year was 
the height of idiocy. Setting us straight is 
Doug Lowenstein, president of the IDSA. 

Will E3 be as big this year as it was last 
year? 

Last year we took up about 535,000 square 
feet of the Georgia World Congress Center. 
This year’s show should have about the same 
attendance: 37,000.

However, a company needs to evaluate its 
overall marketing plans to see if E3 fits in 
with its goals. 

Do you think that Apple’s absence 
from E3 leads to fewer games’ being 
released on the platform? 

Not at all. It’s all about market share. Look 
at DVD. There aren’t a lot of publishers who 
have put out DVD titles, because nobody’s 
bought players yet. That will change, espe- 
cially this year. Look at the next-generation 
consoles. That market grew from an 
installed base of 5.8 million units in 1996 to 
16 million in 1997! Publishers need to have 
confidence that a market is growing. If 9 out 
of 10 people are buying PCs, Apple’s share 
will continue to shrink. 

How can Apple get more games on 
the Mac platform? 

Bigger market share.

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How to Put Your Database 
into a Web Page Table 

by Joseph O. Holmes 

B rowsing the Web, you’ve probably 
run across sites that display mas- 
sive databases of changing infor- 
mation in a table — typically product 
catalogs or spreadsheet-type data. And 
perhaps you’re envious — ^you’ve got 
info that you’d put up on your page if 
only you could convert it to a table with 
ease, rather than paste data from each 
cell, one at a time, into PageMill, 

Well, don’t despair! While most 
large databases on the Web require CGI 
programming, expensive applications, and 
administrator access to the Web server, you 
can quickly and easily post your database 
info into a table on your Web site without 
any programming or special access. In our 
two-part series, we’ll show you how to per- 
form the whole process using software you 
already own, plus we’ll delve into several 
solutions that make the process even sim- 
pler, using additional so^are. 

This month we’ll start with the Spit and 
Chicken Wire Special. All you need is a 
macro utility like QuicKeys, OneClick, or 
KeyQuencer and a word processor that 
offers table layout and search-and-replace 
functions. With Word 6 or later or 
WordPerfect 3.5, you don’t even need a 
macro utility!

Save Time with Templates 

At the heart of this simple table conversion is a 
macro that converts a tab-delimited table into 
an HTML table. This process is made easier by 
creating an HTML template, which contains the 
opening and closing HTML table tags, tags for 
column heads, and tags to open the first row 
and cell and close the final cell and row. By 
using a template, our macro can be much sim- 
pler. Some sample HTML code for a template is 
shown in Step 3.. 

Macros with a Word Processor 

This is the basic concept: replace tabs and 
returns with HTML tags. The macro will take 
care of converting your tab-delimited text into 
an HTML table. No matter which macro method 
and word processor you use, the conversion 
concepts remain the same (see “Creating a 
Macro”). We used Word 6 for these examples, 
but you can adapt them for other macro lan- 
guages — such as WordPerfect’s. 

You’ll make three search-and-replace 
passes through the tab-delimited text. Every 
hard return in the original text ends a row, so 
the first pass will replace each return with an 
HTML tag to close a data cell and a tag to close 
the end of a row, followed by a tag to open a 
new row and a tag to open a new cell. And just 
to make the layout easy to read, we’ll put a 
couple of returns between the tags (Word uses 



“'^p” to represent a return): 

</TDx/TR> ^ p p<TR> <TD> 

In our next pass, we’ll replace every tab, 
which marks the end of a cell in the original 
text, with an HTML tag to close a data cell, fol- 
lowed by a tag to open a data cell. (Word uses 
“^t” to represent a tab.) Again, a Return 
between the t^s will make it easy to read: 
</TD>'"p<TD> 

Finally, we’ll insert a break tag in every 
blank table cell for proper browser display: 
<TD><BRx/TD> 

You’re Not Stuck with One 

If your word processor doesn’t have a built-in 
macro language, you can create a QuicKeys 
macro that will perform the conversion. 

First, tell QuicKeys to start recording a se- 
quence. While it’s recording, perform exactly 
these actions on your page of tab-delimited text. 
(Our examples use Word 5.1.) 



Step 1 • Move the cursor to the top of the docu- 
ment with command-home, 
step 2 Open Word’s Replace dialog box 
(command-H). 

step 3. Type p (for a return). 

Step 4. Press tab (this highlights the Replace 
With text box), 
step 5. Type

Step 6- Press command-R (for Replace All). 
Step 7. Press return to dismiss the dialog box 
(don’t click the OK button). 

Now repeat exactly the same process 
two more times, only using different text 
for the search and replace. In the second 
sweep, you’ll replace every tab ('^t) with 
<AD>'^p<TD>, and in the third and final 
sweep, you’ll replace blank cells, <TDx/TD>, 
with <TD><BR></ID>. 

Tune Up the Macro 

The macro won’t run properly until you tune it 
up. For example, you’ll have to tell QuicKeys to 
wait before beginning the second and third 
sweeps to let Word finish each search and 
replace. Use a Wait command that tells QuicKeys 
to wait for the dialog box before continuing. 

Voila! Now, no matter whether you used a 
WordBasic Macro or a macro utility, your text is 
converted and ready to be pasted into the Web 
page template. The first time you create your 
page, be sure to test it by opening it locally in a 
Web browser.

A disk image is a file that contains 
everything an original physical 
disk contains — an exact mirror 
of a physical disk. You can upload it to 
a BBS or the Internet, then download 
it and turn it back into a physical (or 
virtual) disk. (A virtual cfisk is a file 
that your Mac thinks is a disk, but it 
only acts like one.) But disk-image 
files on their own are of no use; you 
need the proper software to turn them 
into usable disks, either of the physi- 
cal or virtual variety. Apple has used 
an assortment of disk-image formats 
over the years, each one requiring its 
own software to read and use these 
disk images. Apple’s current disk- 
image software, included on just 



about every CD the company releases, 
is called Disk Copy. 

So why use a disk image instead of 
a good old floppy? Floppy disks can’t 
hold much data, and they’re prone to 
damage. These days most of you get 
your software electronically, via (tie 
Internet, often packaged as a disk 
image that you can turn into a real 
floppy or keep and use as is. About 
the only time floppies are necessary 
anymore is as a cheap way of moving 
small chunks of data between com- 
puters when an electronic transfer 
won’t do. Disk images aren’t limited 
to floppies; an entire hard drive can 
be compressed and converted into a 
single disk-image file.

One of the coolest things about mounting disk images 
is the fact that you can mount lots of them at the same 
time. Installing software from floppies is a drag— put 
one in, take one out, put another In, take another out, 
and so on and so on.

HOW TO USE DISK IMAGES 
Mounting disk images 

Disk images may originate with floppy disks, but 
most disk images are never turned into floppies 
because your Mac can use the im^es as is. So how 
do you turn an image into a virtual disk? When you 
insert a floppy disk into your Mac, an icon of the 
disk appears (or mounts) on the desktop. Using 
disk-image software, you can virtually mount your 
disk image in the same way, your Mac thinks there’s 
a disk in your drive. Just drag the disk im^e onto 
the disk-image application, and it either mounts 
automatically or a ialog box pops up asking if you 
want to mount the disk. In feet, you can virtually 
mount lots of floppy disk images at the same time, as 
if you had lots of ^sk drives connected to your Mac. 



Copy. Just launch Disk Copy, choose Make Floppy 
from the Utilities menu, select the disk image, and 
insert a floppy disk. Your Mac will handle the rest. 

NOTE: Apple usually includes disk images of sys- 
tem software on its CDs (although Mac OS 8 shipped 
without these images) , which gives you the option of 
making floppies and installing the software on a 
non-CD-equipped computer. The Disk Tools diskis 
one disk image that’s always included on the CD, 
because every Mac can boot to the Disk Tools disk. 
And Disk Tools has the two Apple drive utilities — 
Disk First Aid and a drive formatter. If you have no 
other floppy disks near your Mac, you should have a 
couple of Disk Tools floppies. Reconstitute them 
from the disk image on the Mac OS CD-ROM. 
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ShrinkWrapj acquired by Aladdin Sys- 
tems, leaves Disk Copy 4.2 and Disk Image 
Mounter in its dust. The interface is completely 
drag-and-drop. And ShrInkWrap can create self- 
mounting images; Disk Copy cannot.

Creating disk images 

The easiest way to create a disk image is to drag and 
drop the disk icon onto the Disk Copy icon. Disk 
images are most commonly used for backing up 
older software, which may be on floppies. With a 
disk image, your backup may outlast the original 
disks. I put all of my disk images from my floppy col- 
lection onto a couple of Zip disks; if I need the soft- 
ware, I just pop in the Zip and mount the image. 

Turning disk images into 
floppies 

So you know how to mount disk images, but you 
may discover there’s some software that doesn’t 
work from a virtually mounted disk. Or maybe your 
Mac doesn’t have a CD drive. You can turn a floppy 
disk image into the real thing using Apple’s Disk 




FUN WITH DISK IMAGES 
Beyond the floppy 

Disk images aren’t just for floppies anymore. You 
can make an image of an entire drive or an en- 
tire drive partition — a perfect backup method 
if you’ve got the storage space. Everything re- 
mains — even invisible files such as the Desktop 
DB and the AppleShare PDS file, which maintains 
AppleShare privileges. It’s also possible to create a 
disk image from a folder, a handy way to archive 
some of the files on your hard drive — the process 
even does compression. Just drag a folder into the 
Disk Copy window. The benefit of backing up files 
this way (instead of compressing the files and 
moving them to a hard drive) is that the folder 
simply mounts; it never has to be uncompressed. 
Want to make a backup of your favorite CD, just in 
case something happens to the original? Make a 
disk image of the CD. If you have a CD burner, you 
can even turn it back into a real CD, or just mount 
the image and use it as is. 

Seif-mounting images 

Sometimes you may run across an image file with an 
.smi extension, which stands for Self Mounting 
Image. This is a disk-image file that has the neces- 
sary code within it to mount itself, similar to .sea 
files, or Self Extracting Archive files. ShrinkWrap can 
create .smi files, which are useful for users who 
don’t have disk-image software on their computers.

We answer your technical 
questions, no matter how 
simple or complex. 

fli Should I upgrade to Mac OS 8.1 and 
Mac OS Extended Format? 

A IfyourMachasatleastl2MBofRAMand 
a 68040 or greater, I strongly recommend that 
you upgrade to Mac OS 8,1 (available as a 
retail package, and as a free update for Mac 
OS 8.0 users at httpy/www.info.apple.com). 
This release fixes lots of bugs, improves per- 
formance, and comes with the latest ver- 
sions of Mac OS Runtime for Java, Open 
Transport, and other programs. By the time 
this column appears, all of the major third- 
party applications and utilities will have been 
updated for full compat- 
ibility with Mac OS 8.1. 

Most of these updates 
will be available for free 
download. 

Separate from the 
question of upgrading 
to Mac OS 8.1 is 
whether to reformat 
your drives with Mac OS 
Extended Format (also 
known as Hierarchical 
Filing System Plus, or 
HFS+), the major new 
feature in this release. This is not an easy deci- 
sion to make. The main benefit of Mac OS 
Extended Format is that it saves space by 
reducing overly large niinimum block sizes. 
Since the release of System 3.0 in 1986, all 
disks have been divided into approximately 
the same number of invisible blocte \riien ini- 
tialized, regardless of the drive’s size. The 
latter the drive, the larger these blocks are. 
Since a block can contain information about 
only one file, if a given file doesn’t fill a block, 
the rest of the space is wasted. Large files span 
multiple blocks, but tiny files like aliases are 
often smaller than the blocks. Eric Bennett’s 
MacSlack (http://www.pobox.com/- ericb 
/software/macslack) determines the amount 
of space you’ll regain by partitioning your vol- 
umes or converting to Mac OS Extended 
Format. On my 1GB drive, I reclaimed almost 
10 percent of the drive’s capacity, though your 
mileage may vary. 

The extra disk space is nice, but moving to 
Mac OS Extended Format has its drawbacks. 
The biggest hassle is backing up the entire 
drive. After you’ve done that you select the 



drive, choose Erase Disk from the Finder’s 
Special menu, and in the resulting dialog box 
choose Extended from the Format pop-up 
menu. When the drive has been wiped clean, 
you must restore using your backup, and even 
then all of your aliases will be broken. That’s 
the process Apple recommends, but I suggest 
buying PlusMaker from Alsoft (800-257-6381 
or 281-353-4090, httpy/www.alsoftinc.com). 
This utility converts any disk larger than SMB 
to Mac OS Extended Format without the has- 
sles. It uses the smallest allocation block size 
possible, maintains aliases, repairs minor 
directory errors, and performs (hagnostics to 
avoid data loss. Alsoft sells a companion prod- 
uct called PlusMaximizer, which adds a 
Maximized option to the Format pop-up menu 
in the Erase Disk dialog box. Do yourself a 
favor and buy the bundle for $39.95; you’ll be 
glad you did. 



Once you’ve converted a disk to Mac OS 
Extended Format, you can only access it with 
computers running Mac OS 8.1 or later, 
although these computers don’t need a Mac 
OS Extended Format start-up disk. So if you 
take an Iomega Zip cartridge with Mac OS 
Extended Format to a service bureau that’s 
still using System 7.5, all it will see is a locked 
volume containing a SimpleText document 
called “Where have all my files gone?” This file 
explains that the disk uses Mac OS Extended 
Format and can be accessed only with a com- 
puter running Mac OS 8.1 or later. 

As you can see, moving to Mac OS 8.1 is 
a no-brainer. If you can do it, you should. 
But converting your disks to Mac OS 
Extended Format makes sense only if you 
are running out of disk space and MacSlack 
indicates that the megabytes reclaimed will 
be worth the hassle. 

Q I was digging through my Preferences 
folder today (sorted by file size so I could 
toss large unused files) when I came

across an innocuous-looking folder called 
File Sharing. I was surprised to see it had 
more than SMB inside, and even more sur- 
prised when I looked at the contents — 
dozens of files with a PDF suffix, each one 
exactly 78K in size, every one named for a 
CD-ROM I had inserted into the Mac in the 
past. I assume my Mac is keeping track of 
volumes for the purposes of file sharing. If I 
don’t share CDs on my network, can I 
delete all these files? 

A Yes, you can delete these, even if you do 
share CDs on the network; the Mac will 
rebuild them as needed. If you have ever 
activated file sharing under System 7 or 
later, there’s likely to be tons of files inside 
the File Sharing folder in the Preferences 
folder in the System Folder. Normally, the 
Mac writes an invisible Parallel Data 
Structure file to each volume that is mount- 
ed while file sharing is on. However, in the 
case of write-protected or read-only vol- 
umes (such as CD-ROMs), the Mac writes 
visible PDF files to the start-up disk. These 
files are used to manage file sharing. 

While you’re inside the Preferences folder 
looking to get rid of space wasters, be sure to 
empty the Translated Documents folder. This 
contains scratch images that applications 
have opened using QuickTime translation. 

Q When I open one particular folder on 
my hard drive, its contents are reversed; 
ZipZapp Pro is first and Adobe is last 
Everything else works fine, with items listed 
alphabetically from A to Z. What’s causing 
this behavior? 

A open your troublesome folder and 
take a look at the small arrow above the 
tall scroll bar on the right. If it is pointing 
down, items in this folder — and only this 
folder — are sorted in descending order, 
or Z to A. For an ascending sort order, 
click the arrow so that it points up. Finder 
windows sort in ascending order by de- 
fault, but each can have its own sort order, 
and you must have inadvertently changed 
the order while trying to use the scroll bar. 

Q When I try to defragment my hard 
drive, there are always two invisible files 
that can’t be processed because they’re 
open: Desktop DB and Desktop DR I as- 
sume they’re important because they’re 
invisible. What are these files? 
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THE TINY ARROW above the 
scroll bar determines sort order. 

A You’re right. These ffles are invisible for 
a good reason — ^they’re vitally important. 
Whenever you encounter invisible iSles, treat 
them with respect and don’t mess with them 
unless you know exactly what you’re doing. 
Aside from the very rare virus, most invisible 
files are harmless and should be left alone. 

The two files you’ve discovered are the 
Mac’s desktop files. Every hard disk has its 
own pair of invisible desktop files for keeping 
track of files and folders on that volume. 
Since the desktop files are al- 
ways open, they’re susceptible 
to corruption in the event of a 
crash. So, if your Mac starts 
behaving oddly — showing 

generic icons for files that 
once had custom ones, for 
example — it’s probably a 
good time to rebuild your 
desktop. One way to do this is 
to hold down command- 
option at start-up just before 
the Finder appears, then click 
OK in the (Mog box that asks 
if you really want to rebuild the 
desktop. The problem is, this 
literally rebuilds the old files 
and may not fix the corrup- 
tion. Better to use MicroMat’s 
TechTool, which is on The Disc. 






tual memory you specified. While 
you can’t see ihe file in the Finder 
(remember, it’s invisible for a 
reason), you can see its effect on 
the amount of free hard disk 
space remaining. ’Riming off vir- 
tual memory deletes this file and 
clears the disk space it used. 

Unless you occasionally need 
to run a lot of programs and your 
Mac balks because it’s out of mem- 
ory, turn virtual memory off and 
leave it off. It eats up hard drive 
space, slows down everything else, 
and may contribute to extension conflicts. It 
should be used only as a last resort. If you fre- 
quently run out of memory, invest in a few 
honest-to-God memory modules for your 
Mac. Memory has never been che^^er, and 
it’s so much faster than virtual memory it’s 
not even funny. 



U I have an Iomega Zip cartridge with a 
System Folder. Is there any way to boot 
from it without first having to boot from my 
hard disk, open the Startup Disk control 
panel, change volumes, and restart? 
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IN ADDITION TO SLOWING DOWN your Mac, Virtual Memory 
uses an invisible scratch file that consumes hard drive space. 



lA I have a PowerBook with a 1.2GB 
hard drive. I noticed that the size of the 
stuff present on my disk varies significant- 
ly (40MB or more) depending on whether I 
have virtual memory on or off. Is this nor- 
mal? Why is my disk on a yo-yo diet? 

A Don’t be alarmed. This is indeed normal. 
Restarting your Mac after turning on virtual 
memory creates an invisible file called VM 
Storage at the root level of the hard disk that’s 
selected in the Memory control panel. This 
file’s size is proportionate to the amount of vir- 



M Sure thing. Holding down command- 
option-shift-delete at start-up tells the Mac to 
sMp the first device in the SCSI chain (ID 0, 
typically the internal hard drive) and search 
for the next available volume with a valid 
System Folder, which should be your Zip car- 
tridge if it’s the only other storage device on 
the SCSI chain. If your default start-up disk is 
an external drive, there’s no need to use the 
keyboard shortcut. Just make sure that drive 
is turned off at start-up. After the Mac has 
started from the Zip cartridge, you can turn 
the drive back on, although you may need to 
use Robert Polic’s freeware SCSIProbe to get it 
to mount in the Finder’s desktop. 



0 When I click the Browse The Internet 
icon on my desktop under Mac OS 8.1, 
Microsoft Internet Explorer launches. I 
prefer Netscape Navigator. Is there any 
way to switch? And how do I change the 
default email program that launches 
when I click the Mail icon? 

A Both of these desktop icons are scripts 
that tell the Mac to launch the default applica- 
tions as specified by Internet Conflg, To mod- 
ify what programs launch, you don’t change 
these scripts, but rather the preferences in 
Internet Config, Use Find (command-F) to 
locate and launch the Internet Config applica- 
tion. In the Internet Preferences window, dick 
Helpers. In the Helpers window is a list of 
applications that launch \riien a specific type 
of URL (Uniform Resource Locator) is 
accessed. For example, the application listed 
next to http is your default browser. Select it 
and click Change, then click Chooser Helper 
and specify your preferred browser. Do the 
same for any other helper applications, then 
quit Internet Config and save your changes.

Remote Control Update

was no way to make use of the remote control 
sensor on the front of a Power Mac 6500/300 
short of buying an Apple TV/FM Radio System. 

TUms out that’s not exactly true. Several read- 
ers have informed me thq^ve discovered they 
can turn their Macs on and off and adjust the 
volume using a universal remote control con- 
figured for operating Sony televisions.
